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Caravans  have  come  into  consider,  bio  use  as  temporary 
bousing  and  can  be  satisfactory  for  a considerable 
period,  although,  initial  cost  and  maintenance  costs 
are  apt  to  be  high  if  reasonable  amenities  are  provided 
and  maintained.  In  general  It  Is  the  higher  income 
group  who  choose  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings  and 
amongst  these  the  risks  involved  are  understood  and 
precautions  ta ken . 

The  large  family  nowadays  is  I03S  common  tnan 
formerly  but  there  are  enough  of  them  to  be  a problem 
to  the  housing  authority.  Powers  recently  -.ranted  may 
assist  In  this,  for  the  i.uthority  now  have  power  to 
acquire  substandard  property  and  repair  and  adapt  it 
to  prevent  it  lapsing  too  rapidly  into  uselessness. 

These  powers  might  be  used  as  a means  of  fairly  quic.ly 
housing  some  families  who  might  have  an  indefinite  wait 
for  Council  house. 

Infectious  disease  has  not  been  a major  problem. 

There  Is  an  indication  that  '’hooping  cough  immunization 
has  'caught  on'  and  that  the  combined  pertussis -diphtheria 
antigen  is  incre  singly  popular.  This  is  Important 
because  rural  areas  tend  to  lag  behind  the  cities  in 
ridding  themselves  of  infectious  diseases. 

Pood  poisoning  has  not  been  a problem,  although  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  of  school  age  are  at 
risk  at  canteens,  and  I pay  my  tribute  to  the  canteen 
staffs,  the  Catering  and  Health  Inspectors  of  the  County 
that  no  outbreaks  have  occurred.  At  the  same  time 
regulations  are  being  prepared  which  will  transform 
to  legal  requirements,  many  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Public  Health 'Service  for  years  past. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  staff 
of  the  Council  for  their  over-ready  help  whenever  I have' 
asked  for  It.

The  case  of  diphtheria  is  interesting  proof  that 
this  disease  is  not  yet  aboloshed  and  needs  no  more  than  a 
continued  negligence  by  all  concerned  to  attack  the 
large  proportion  of  the  child  population  who  ere  again 
becoming  susceptable. 


Scarlet  fever,  although  still  notifiable,  takes  a 
vary  mild  form  and  rarely  causes  more  than  a few  da  s 
incapa city.  Its  interest  lies  in  the  route  of  spread 
in  one  outbreak  almost  certainly  due  to  inadequate 
heating  and  ventilation  in  temporary  school  buildings. 


Only  one  case  of  food-poisoning  was  reported,  but 
others  occurred  in  a rural  district,  and  were  both  mild 
and  scattered,  they  may  easily  have  escaped  recognition. 


V'/hi  1st  domestic  food  stor  ge  acc-ommodation  is  bad  in 
many  rur.al  dwellings,  the  primary  defence  for  the  public  is 
continued  pressure  for  improved  protection  of  food  prior 
to  it  reaching  the  consumer. 

New  national  regulations  will  shortly  come  into 
force  to  reinforce  out  efforts  in  this  direction.

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The.  housin  survey  wss  limited  to  houses  already 
in  class  4 and  5.  Of  these  a few  bad  been  replaced 
and  a few  red  cl  is  appeared , whilst  some  had  merely 
sunk  a little  lower  in  the  scale. 

I must  quote  and  reiterate  a passage  from  my 
previous  annual  rej^ort 

■'Tuberculosis  is  a disease  of  poverty  and  bad 
'housing.  In  pre-war  years  both  were  rife  in  Lincolnshire,, 
'In  the  war  and  post-war  period  the  increase  ir.  relative 
'prosperity  has  not  often  been  passed  on  to  the  unskilled 
'families  amongst  whom  the  disease  is  most  cannon.  The  housing 
'of  the  rural  district  was  shown  in  the  1947  survey  to  be 
'far  from  satisfactory  - one  house  in  five  was  fit  only 
'for  reconstruction  or  demolition.  Of  these  bouses  many 
'were  and  are  tenanted  by  the  poorer  worker  bo3  with 
'lower  carings  and  less  skillful  use  of  thoir  time  and 
'resources  and  able  to  make  their  homes  less  habitable 
'than  a more  skilled  orker  5 ould  have  done  had  he  been 
'forced  to  live  in  such  a place. 

' A fresh,  housing  survey  is  soon  to  begin  and  in 

'planning  any  replacement  or  reconditioning  of  houses, 
'attention  should  be  given  to  the  needs  of  poor  families 
'who  will  need  adequate  but  perhaps  simpler  accommodation 
'ti.an  the  average,  and  who  may  be  unable  to  pay  the  rent 
'of  a rortnal  council  house  without  so  depriving  them 
'of  resources  that  tl  eir  nutrition  fails  and  tuberculosis 
'is  encouraged . 


In  view  of  the  stringent  restriction  of  Government 
aid  for  new  housing,  attention  should  be  given,  whenever 
possible  to  maintaining  in  repair  all  dwellings  which 
tolerably  approach  the  required  standards. 

Nevertheless,  some  dwellings  are  In  such  poor  cond- 
ition that  tnoir  continued  use  should  be  discontinued  as 
soon  as  possible.

No  changes  have  been  made  in  this  district  other 
than  to  introduction  of  the  County  Council's  scheme  for 
anti-whooping  cough  immunization. 
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The  limiting  factor  in  the  efficiency  of  tie 
service  is  predominantly  the  spar  senes  3 of  population, 
so  that  . 1 though  clinic  and.  hospital  services  are 
available  in  the  larger  centres,  it  is  not  easy  for 
all  who  need  attention  to  get  to  them. 

Chronic  hospital  accommodation  is  lacking  in  this 
as  in  other  areas,  but  I have  found  the  hospital 
authorities  very  co-operative  where  there  has  been 
an  emergency  for  admission. 

In  co-operation  with  Lincoln  Lars,  Nose  and  Throat 
Department  tl e Education  authority  has  started  systematically 
checking  hearing  of  all  7-8  year  -old  children  and  worth 
while  results  are  already  apparent. 

I fed,  however,  that  to  check  hearing  is  not 
enough  and  mat  there  should  be  a full  examination  of 
this  age  group  in  school.

Little  can  be  added  to  what  has  been  said.  A 
considerable  number  of  defects  were  dealt,  with  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector's  informal  help.  The  figures  given 
are  probably  less  than  the  actual  ones,  in  as  much 
as  advice  is  so  freely  given  that  often  one  omits  to 
record  an  'inspection1. 

Water  Supply 

No  improvement  was  made  to  the  v ater  situation  during 
the  year  and  little  help  can  be  obtained  from  neighbouring 
undertakings . 

A start  w as  made  on  preliminary  work  in  connection 
with  p comprehensive  water  scheme  and,  at  the  time  of 
writing,  many  miles  of  pipes,  big  and  small  are  already 
laid  or  are  by  the  roadside  in  readiness . 
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It  is  necessary  to  emphasize,  however,  that  there 
ought  to  be  no  vast  programme  of  conversion  of  earth 
closets,  etc,  to  water  carriage  for  as  yet  disposal 
of  so  great  a flow  of  sewage  would  be  impractical.
